Surprise Signal 
Tests-Efficiency

Trainmen of the Pacific Blectrti 
railway maintained during 1922 : 
record of safety rule observance un 
surpassed by employes of any elec 
trie railway in the United States 
according to records compiled at the 
local railway's headquarters. Dur 
Ing the year a total of 36,682 "sur 
prise signal tests" were made, o 
which 99.16% were observed am 
proper action taken.

These tests are made with great 
frequency at various points on Pa­ 
cific Electric lines for the purpose 
of determining whether trainmen 
are observing safety rules governing 
safe operation of trains. Without 
warning a train crew la confronted 
with or hears a safety signal in the 
form of a fuse, torpedo, flag, lan­ 
tern, switch .light, or Interlocking 
signal. Tests checking the speec 
over intersections a~nd within re­ 
stricted speed limits are also made 
The action taken' by crew when 
test is made is noted and recorded, 
and if according to Instructions, all 
is welj. In the event of failure to 
comply with existing instructions, 
the crew member who is delinquent 
in his duty is disciplined hy demer­ 
its against his record, or if the 
failure indicates .gross negligence, 
dismissal may follow.

The tests made by the Pacific 
Electric on its trainmen, numbering 
more than 2,000, are' similar to 
those made on railroads throughout 
the United States and have been 
made by the local company with 
increasing regularity since August, 
1911.

Prolific Growth of 
Inoculated Seed

pany of San Francisco has been re­ 
organized under the direction of 
Dudley Moulton, horticultural com- 
nilssioner of San Francisco, and now 
prepares only nitrpgen soil bacteria 
in pure 'culture to inoculate the seed 
of alfalfa, peas, beans, clovers, 
vetches, and other legumes.

The use of inoculated leguminous 
plants as cover crops in orchards, 
and in crop rotations has become 
the most important method of re­ 
placing nitrogen and humus and of 
bringing back worn out lands, and 
is recognized as the most powerful 
force in agriculture to maintain the 
fertility of soils.

Inoculated alfalfa seed has dem­ 
onstrated that it will produce a 
more uniform stand and the plants 
are stimulated to a more rapid 
growth from the start, inoculated 
beans have produced larger plants 
with fuller and heavier pods. The 
interplauting of inoculated legumes 
with corn, grains, cotton, and other 
non-leguminous plants is the most 
successful way to produce bumper 
crops at small cost, and at the 
same time keep the soil in good con­ 
dition. The nitrogen-bearing roots 
of the legumes intermingle with the 
roots of the other plants and stimu­ 
late and supply them with this most 
neressary plant food.
